'HOW NECESSARY IS ILLNESS" 


In the June A tlantic M onthly D r. Ralph 
Arthur Reynolds, of San Francisco, presents 
some statistics on “How Necessary is Illness” 
which are thought-provoking, and even excite 
to envy: 
“About two m illion people in this country ace 
■lek a t all tim es w ith diseases largely prevent­ 
able. 
We have 700,000 cases of m alaria and 
tuberculosis annually, and there are am ong us 
about one million diabetica. . . . 
‘T o r every ten thousand live children bom in 
the United States, sixty-five women lose their 
lives from causes connected with child-birth . . . 
W e have 100,000 drug addicts and 900,000 feeble­ 
minded, imbeciles, and idiots. . . . 
“The com m ittee on the cost of m edical care 
has recently reported that people are. on the 
average, disabled by Illness at least once an ­ 
nually—m en about once a year, women once or 
twice, and children twice every school year. 
According to this rate, there would be about 
130 m illion cases of d isa b lin g Illness in the U nit­ 
ed S tates each year." 
In contrast A ustria has so reorganized its 
health program that the infant m ortality rate 
was reduced from .to per cent in 
1920 to 8 
per cent in 1020. 
Ii bringing this reduction in 
deaths, both in infant deaths and a correspond­ 
ing decrease in the m ortality rate of older per­ 
sons, \ ienna has spent more and m ore money 
for preventive treatm ent. 
Today seven dol­ 
lars per person is being spent for disease pre­ 
vention, in contrast to ninety cents in the U nit­ 
ed States. 
D r. Reynolds concludes his forward-looking 
article thus: 
The tim e ie at hand when the m edical profee- 
■lon must, of its own accord, shift the emphasis 
from private practice and curative medicine th 
preventive m edicine and active public health. 
W e «hall have to carry adequate medical and 
hospital service to our rural com m unities; we 
shall have to stabilize our fees; we shall have 
to give, above all, Bernice which convinces the 
public of nu thoroughness and sincerity—other­ 
wise an unwelcome radical system will be forc­ 
ed upon ue. 
T he physician of the fu tu re will 
be not only a m inister to the sick, b ut also a 
teacher of health. 
H ealth service for all will 
be tile rule, prevention tile watchword. 
Russia and A ustria are pioneering in health 
preservation for all of us.

account* for so stubborn a resistance; the dress­ 
m aking profession as a whole is also not unconcern- 
j ed In the victory of the long skirt. 
For. according 
to an indiscreet disclosure recently made by a lead­ 
ing London dress designer, the chief reason dress­ 
m akers cling so affectionately to the elongated hems 
is that' the long skirt is generally beyond the tal­ 
ents of the home.

exports of all commodities from the United 
States in the first quarter of 1930 were about 
25 per cent less than for the first quarter of 
last year, during the same period American 
books and pam phlets were virtually as much in 
world demand as ever. 
Literary exports of the 
U nited States for tile quarter am ounted to $3,- 
244.000, against $3,362,000 in the same period 
last year. 
N aturally the largest number of literary ex­ 
porta are sent to English-speaking countries. 
N ext to those countries ranks China as the best 
m arket for the Am erican w riter am ong foreign 
nations. 
The literature sent to China, how­ 
ever, ii largely confined to two kinds: the re­ 
ligious literature o f m issionary organizations 
and unbound pam phlets of business literature.

H e Is In th e hest sense of the 
word a research m an, which does 
not m ean, by the way, th a t he is 
forever publishing m onographs and 
books In his field. 
Frankly, when 
I have an appointm ent to make, I 
am not e t all im pressed by a long 
list of research publications by the 
candidate. 
I w ant to see the man 
and get the feel of his mind, for 
some of th e livest m inds in the 
w orld of scholarship ar© not for­ 
ever rushing in to print. 
I nm con­ 
vinced th a t infinite harm has been 
done to our universities by the 
over-em phasis we have put on pub­ 
lication by the teachers we appoint. 
"We n^ed men of wide end deep 
knowledge, 
and 
m any 
teachers 
w’ould be broader and w iser men lf 
they studied and tho u g h t more and 
w rote less 


keeps 
Second, th e great teacher 
his m ind fresh and free. 
H e m u st be given the chance «▼- 
ery so often to get aw ay from the 
routine of his work so th a t he can 
have tim e to exam ine him self, his 
m ird, and his methods. 
H e m ust 
have tim e for travel, for leisurely 
reading. 
H e m ust have tim e to 
peer into all the com ers of hi» field 
so th a t he w ill not become a too 
narrow specialist. 
He m ust have 
tim e to dip into some related but 
different activities. 
H e m ust have 
the chance to become w ise as well 
as learned. 
Third, th e g reat teacher e sta b ­ 
lishes a personal as w’ell as pro­ 
fessional relation w ith his students. 
I confess th a t I lose in terest in a 
teacher w hen I discover th a t he 
never sees his students save in his 
class room s and In his office at 
stated 
office 
hours. 
T he 
great 
teacher Is w illing to have h is p ri­ 
vate life broken into by eager stu ­ 
dents who come into h is hom e a t 
odd hours for inform al and unoffi­ 
cial intellectual w restling bouts. All 
this is a taxing enterprise.

who ever said th a t the life of the 
great teach er is an easy life?

B eading a story is all very well. 
T here are few stories th a t children 
enjoy hearing as read from a book. 
Stories ought to be told with voice 
of color, with 
dram atic 
gesture, 
w ith emotion, w ith tact. Story tell­ 
ing is an art. 
B ut you can learn It. M aybe you 
w’on’t have the power of a m aster, 
but still a power of your own th at 
children will feel and follow. F irst 
learn your story. 
Read it several 
times. Tell it aloud to yourself and 
w atch In the m irror how It goes. 
W hen you are sure you have it, try 
it out on a group of children. 
W atch the place w here they begin 
to wiggle. 
There 
is som e thing 
w rong right there. T ry to get over 
th at place next tim e. 
K eep your 
story sharp, keep it m oving; cut 
descriptions of scenery; accent d ra­ 
m atic 
happenings; 
avoid 
talking 
down to the children. 
It is never 
necessary and alw ays fatal. If you 
select the right story, th ere is no 
need of talking down. 
Your audi­ 
ence m ust be on a level w ith you 
or you lose them. 
Children won’t stand for a tale 
w ith a moral a t the end. Nobody 


Can blam e them for th at. 
If the 
story does n ot tell Its own tale 
w herein Is th* story, the tale? It 
is plain th a t it has non© and th ere­ 
fore no excuse for being. 
A fter you have told all th e old 
ones strik e o u t for some new ones. 
Search th e Jungle Tales. M ony of 
K ipling’s stories can be told w ith 
great effect. 
L earn poems and re ­ 
cite them , especially n arrativ e po­ 
ems. 
S ections of Evangeline, T en­ 
nyson's P rin cess will give you some 
fine bits. 
T here are great stories 
In the Bible. 
Ancient history fu r­ 
nishes its share. 
The world is full 
of stories if you will but look for 
them . 
E very fam ily if children needs a 
story teller. 
Somebody whose de­ 
light It is to search out w onders 
and recite them . Every school room 
in th e land needs a story teller. 
Maybe It is your mission to ald this 
work by learning to tell stories b et­ 
ter th an anybody else in your town. 
Every cam p needs a story teller. 
Camp is one place, if there is a 
ONE place, for a story teller. 
R em em ber to choose your story 
to suit th© audience. 
You are very 
likely to select your story to suit 
yourself and never dream you are 
doing so. 
The law of good teste 
works here as well as other pieces 
Ugly sto ries have no place in the 
family circle, In the class room or 
in the cam p. 
Beauty is all about 
us and we, th e children especially

WILLIAM PITT'S BIRTH 
O n May 28, 1759, 'William Pitt. 
an English statesm an, often referred 
to as th e Younger P itt to d istin­ 
guish him from his father, W illiam 
P itt, the first Earl of Chatham , was 
born at Hayes, England. 
A fter his studies a t Cambridge, 
P itt entered Parliam ent. 
A t the 
age of 23 he became chancellor of 
the exchequer, and, at 25, wa* re­ 
garded ae one «f E ngland's most 


pow erful prim e m inisters. H e ruled 
absolutely over th* cabinet and be­ 
cam e th e favorite of the king, of 
P arliam en t and of the nation. 
From th is tim e the life of P itt 
becom es th e history of England. 
For 17 y e ars he held his g reat posi­ 
tion w ith o u t a break. H is success­ 
ful leadership of the governm ent 
during th e A nglo-French w ar led 
his ad m irers to confer on him the 
title of “th # pilot that w eathered 
the storm .* 
H is persistent enm ity 
to N apoleon contributed m uch to ­ 
w ard th e overthrow of the emperor. 
In 1800, PK t effected the union 
with 
Ireland, 
but 
chagrined 
be­ 
cause th e king had fru strated his 
C atholic 
E m ancipation 
m easure*, 
he resigned office the next year.
